The estimated value of production of 
meat animals and wool in California 
during 1937 amounted to $70,900,000, an 
increase of 14 per cent over the corres- 
ponding total of 1936. The increase in 
annual production 
animals and wool since 1933 has been 
$38,000,000 representing a total gain of 
113. per cent, 

The aggregate 
cattle, sheep, hogs, and work stock In 
California as of January 1, 1938, was 
estimated by the service at $159,653,- 
000, a decrease of about three per cent 
since a year earlier. However, the cor- 
responding farm values in 1933 and 
1934 were only about half of the pres- 
ent farm values, Scott said.
